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___If there is a red X in the space at the left this is your last issue of Corgi 
Times. Please take a moment and mail your 1999/00 renewal now. If you wish 
up to three additional years may also be paid in advance. This issue reflects all 
payments received through Friday, Sept. 3, 1999. 


Many of you did indicate the date the last issue was received. In most cases it 
took quite awhile. Undoubtedly the July 4th U. S. holiday was a factor. I 
have yet to see an explanation why first class service is cheaper than printed 
matter. Sooner or later Iam sure one will surface. There was a recent news 
item indicating Canada Post and the U. S. Postal Service had signed an 
agreement to exert mutual efforts to improve the postal service between the 
two countries. I think the service we receive on mailings originating in Canada 
is generally excellent. It will be interesting to see if, at a latter date, there is a 
report of achievements from this mutual undertaking. 


The 1999 Joint Mail Auction with the Centennial Study Group is completed. 
All material has been delivered to the new owners and unsoid lots have been 
returned to the consignors. Scott Traquair did his usual excellent job in 
organizing and carrying out the auction. It takes a lot of time. He is in the 
process of finalizing his report and closing out this activity. 


As previously reported, after eight years Scott has asked to be relieved - not 
because he does not enjoy the activity but because his work demands just do 
not afford the time. I am sure many of us have at some time in our careers 
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experienced similar circumstances, Scott, thank you very, very much for the 
excellent work and dedicated effort you have put into this project. 


We do see an opportunity to continue with the auctions. The question is how 
best to serve the members. In connection with this years renewals I have noted 
a continued growth in the number of members on e-mail. This prompts me to 
ask each of you to send an e-mail to the editor addressing the following 
questions on how best an auction would serve the Study Group. (If you are not 
on e- mail a letter or fax will be just fine). First a bit of background: the 
intent of the auction has always been to provide a fun project for the members 
- and in so doing to cover expenses and generate a small profit commensurate 
with the volume of the auction. This objective requires balancing a number of 
factors including lot values, the number of lots, the percent of lots sold and 
control of expenses. Please help shape our future efforts. 1 - Have you been 
an active participant either as a buyer or Seller in past auctions? 2 - If not, 
what was missing from the program? 3 - What type of material would you like 
to see in the auction? 4 - Do you have any reservations in shipping material 
across the border that are not now satisfied by our insurance coverage? 5. 
Auctions have been scheduled in the first quarter of the year with a number of 
different reasons why they sometimes ran quite a bit later. Is there a right 
time? 5 - Rather than an annual large mail auction - which has been our 
direction - should we consider perhaps 3 or 4 mini-auctions a year which 
would be circulated with the Corgi Times? (The Centennial Study Group 
distribution would be worked out with their group.) 6 - Should we do both - a 
couple of mini-auctions (equivalent to private treaty) and an annual auction.? 
7 - Should we drop the whole subject? 8 - Additional comments are most 
welcome. Your feed back will determine the basis for our next step and this 
will be fully reported in the next issue. 


In the last issue we reported on the APS activity to foster bringing 
“disappearing” products to market. Ads for “Archival Mist” and “Clarity” have 
now appeared. Archival Mist is said to prevent brittleness of paper products 
caused by acid. A bottle will cover at least 25 square feet of paper. Expect a 
price in the range of $30.00 to $40.00. Clarity is watermarking fluid and 
should be available in a range from $15.00 - $20.00. Both prices are in US $. 
(I have an empty bottle,of watermark fluid I paid $1.95 for many years ago. I 
bought 6 bottles at the time - it goes fast when I turn to on my Brazilian 
material). More recently I had stocked up on something called “Super Safe 
Philatelic Watermark Fluid - 4 bottles for $25.00 - I have one left. Clarity is 
just in time. 


The third shoe in the bringing back of products from the past may be about to 
drop. The equipment used to produce the Dennison hinge has been purchased 
by the largest U. S. supply dealer. Work is going forward to rebuild the 
machinery, find the right paper and gums with the possibility of having new 
hinges on the market by the middle of next year. This entire process is not a 
simple undertaking and much lost knowledge or “art” must be recaptured. 


The BNAPS annual convention will be in Vernon, B.C. September 16-18, 1999. 
There will be a Study Group meeting - I believe on Saturday. You will need to 
check the schedule once you arrive. Please plan to attend and bring along 
“clothesline” (show & tell) material to share with the group. The editor has a 
hot off the press one frame exhibit on the Semi-Postal issues to discuss and our 
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Chairman - Harry Machum will review some exciting work that is taking place in 
documenting the early experimental work which lead to the Winnipeg tagging 
project. I hope to see many of you at the many events scheduled during the 
three days. 


This issue contains the first revision (Rev. #1) to the Study Group Roster 
material - a significant number of changes and additions to the membership e- 
mail listing. 


We are pleased to welcome a new member: Barry Danard, P. O. Box 569, 
Killarney, MB ROK 160. Barry collects the entire Elizabethan Il period with 
special emphasis on definitives and postal markings (laser dot & miscellaneous 
markings) and also has an interest in meters. 


This issue includes an outstanding article on Corner Folds On The Caricature 
Definities by Leopold Beaudet. For ease of presentation is being presented asa 
ten page supplement. Should you have any material of this nature not 
mentioned in the article please advise Mr. Beaudet of your holdings. 


The Study Group has been very fortunate to be supported by a number of 
dedicated Canadian dealers. Each offers a different menu of philatelic 
opportunities. Whenever your needs touch on their areas of expertise please 
express your thanks by checking with them to see if they are able to satisfy 
your requirements.

Leopold Beaudet provided the following information on the - 


Improved Cover Design On 45¢ Flag Booklets 


Canadian Bank Note Co. (CBN) had an impressive exhibit at CAPEX 96. One 
of the CBN representatives manning the exhibit mentioned that he had 
suggested a “small improvement” in the cover design of the 45¢ Flag booklets of 
10 and 25 stamps to Canada Post. He said that Canada Post had acted on the 
suggestion, and the design change was imminent. Sure enough, a change in 
the cover of booth booklets appeared about six weeks later in July 1966. 


The CBN representative was accurate in his description - the “improvement” is 
indeed small. On the original cover of both booklets, the words 
“postes/postage” on the stamp reproductions are bordered by the blue 
background of the office building. On the improved version, the letters are 
outlined in black - perhaps to make them stand out a bit more. The new 
version is common because postal outlets sold it from mid-1996 until the large 
size Flag stamp was replaced by its shrunken sibling in February 1998. As far 
as I know, the booklet variety exists in field stock only - the panes inside do 
not have inscriptions. The Philatelic Service in Antigonish sold field stock with 
the improved cover design (although not as a distinct variety), but not 
philatelic stock. 


Now, if Canada Post thought this “improvement” was worth making to the 
image of the stamps on the booklet cover, what about the stamps themselves? 
Well, there was no “improved” design on the large size stamps. However, all 
the small size 45¢ Flag stamps, first issued in 2 February 1998, have a black 
border around the words “postes/ postage”, similar to the image on the booklet 
cover. So the stamp design was “improved” after all, but there is no distinct 
collectable variety on either the large or small size version of the stamp. 
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John Kevern, our South Africa 
member, raises an interesting 
question. He has copies of Plate 
No. 5 of the Wilding 1¢ value 
(Scott 337 as well as the “G” 
overprint Scott 040) with the “d” in 
Limited partially ink filled. There is 
also no listing in either Harris or 
Darnell. Does anyone have infor- 
mation on this variety? Either on 
Scott 337 or 040.

SHOWING RATES AND USAGE OFTEN SCARCE AND/OR UNIQUE

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The upper cover originating in Toronto at the Undeliverable Mail Office is 
most unusual. The returned item (contents of the envelope) was mailed in the 
standard form envelope, metered at “OO” value and indicating via a surcharged 
value that 5¢ was due upon delivery in Hamilton. The 5¢ was collected 
(Postage Due stamp). The unusual feature is the Surcharging of the 3¢ 
envelope to 5¢ on Oct. 15, 1955 as the 5¢ rate had been in effect for well over a 
year. Either there was a supply of the 3¢ envelopes remaining or the new 5¢ 
envelopes had not yet been produced. Anyone holding UMO covers during this 
period may be able to proceed insight into what was happening. 


The lower cover was mailed Oct. 3, 1954 from Hamilton, Ont. to Cuba via Air 
Mail - 10¢ (3¢ Karsh) and was returned, The rate was 10¢ for each 1/4 ounce.

Extra Perf Variety On 197917c Postal Code Stamps 
by Leopold Beaudet 


An extra perforation variety has recently come to light on the 1979 17c Postal 
Code issue (see Figure 1). Given the fake extra perf material that has appeared 
over the past few years [1, 2], an obvious question arises: is this variety 
genuine? If so, can it be proven? The answers are: yes and yes. 


John Jamieson of Saskatoon Stamp Centre showed me four panes of the 
Postal Code issue with extra vertical perforations overlapping the regular ones 
in the bottom quarter of the stamps in row 5. The four panes, all with 
inscriptions, came from a large lot of varieties of all types that the owner had 
acquired over the years. John Jamieson thinks the owner obtained the extra 
perf variety directly from the person who actually found it at the post office. 


Ashton-Potter printed the pair of stamps in panes of 50, 5 rows by 10 columns. 
As shown in Figure 2, the printer perforated the stamps with a 13.4 by 13.4 
1-row T-comb, and fed the stamps through the perforator from bottom to top. 
The figure shows a stamp with two consecutive sirike misalignments of the 
comb perforator. As indicated by the arrows, there is a wider than normal gap 
between the vertical perforation holes just below the stamp and a narrow gap 
at the top of the stamp. 


The magnified view in Figure 3 shows how the "extra" perf variety was 
produced. The variety wasn't caused by an extra strike of the comb, but rather 
by a major shift in the bottom strike, the strike that perforated the bottom 
pane margin. The top hole in the bottom pane margin (arrows) just touches the 
horizontal perforations that belong to the next strike. The bottom strike of the 
comb is shifted upwards. In fact, it is shifted upwards by no less than 6.5 holes 
so as to partially overlap the next strike which was normal. Because the shift 
wasn't equal to an integral number of perf holes, the perforator chewed away 
the teeth of the normal strike where the two strikes overlap. 


Four panes, not one, were found with the shifted strike variety. Why? Both 
Ashton-Potter and Canadian Bank Note Co. usually perforate four or five 
panes simultaneously. Thus perforation varieties like missing, shifted, or 
double strikes will usually occur on four or five consecutive panes in a pad. 


Two other observations which are peripheral to the shifted strike variety. There 
is an interesting constant tagging variety on the Postal Code duo as well as on 
other Ashton-Potter stamps of the same size printed during the period (in 
particular, on the 1979 14c Quebec Carnival stamp). On some panes, the 
vertical phosphor bars begin part way down the top margin and go all the way 
through the bottom pane margin. On other panes, it's the reverse. Why? 
Ashton-Potter printed the stamps in sheets of four panes, two rows by two 
columns, and the phosphor bars travel all the way through the gutter 
separating the top panes from the bottom ones. Thus, panes from the top of 
the sheet are fully tagged In the bottom margin, and panes from the bottom are 
fully tagged in the top margin. I noticed this while examining the printing 
proofs of the 14c Carnival stamp at the National Archives in Ottawa some time 
ago. If you're a fanatic plate block collector, you now have twice as many to 
collect, at least on the Carnival and Postal Code stamps. Aren't you glad you 
read this article?

The panes therefore come froin the bottom of the sheet. 


Second observation. There is a small black plate flaw on stamp 5/9, that is, 
the stamp in row 5, column 9, which shows the woman's hand. The flaw 
consists of a short diagonal line in the top stamp margin, above the left tip of 
the "7" in "17". The flaw appears to be a tertiary one (i.e.: it occurs on just one 
pane of the sheet). It is undoubtedly constant because I've seen it on both 
philatelic and field stock, but only on panes where the tagging stops short in 
the bottom margin (including the four panes with the shifted perf strike). I 
have not seen the flaw on any pane where the tagging stops short in the top 
margin. 


Back to the issue at hand. Is the extra perf variety genuine, and is there proof? 
Well, the original owner is confident that it was discovered in postal stock. 
And because the variety was caused by a shift rather than an extra strike of 
the comb, it would be impossible to fake. Well, almost. It is possible that a 
faker found a pane with the bottom strike shifted upwards by just half a hole, 
and added six more holes above it in every column of perforations, and did this 
on four panes. I consider this possibility remote - at least until such time as 
the faker gets inspired by this article!
